Bagdad or Nothing 


to German Plans 


If the importance of a military po- 
sition is determined by tlt..view that 
the enemy attaches to it, then the 
capture of Bagdad is one of the 
greatest accomplishments of the war 

For this is what Paul Rohrbach, 
cne of the best known protagonists 
of the Hamburg-to-Bagdad project, 


a man who has probably done more 


than any other’ to maintain German 
ambitions in’ the Near and Middle 
East at white heat said of it before 
the ancient city fell into General 
Maude’s hands:. 

“What will happen+ should the 
3ritish and Russians drive in a.wedge 
between us and our plans in. the 
Orient?

It is believed’ that\for the period of 
réconstructiof Which will follow. the 
return of peate the fullest possible 
data with. regard to industrial under- 
takings of all kinds ought to be 
available, In’ Great Britain” the re 
constficti6n committce of the cabi- 
net is considering a similar sugges- 
tion. ‘ ‘ 

A postal census of the manufac- 
tures of Canada was taken for 1915, 
and the results, with those of. 1911, 
constitute the Jatest information now 
available. It is intended, however, ‘to 
make the census for 1917 much more 
comprehensive and to bring the: data 
up to date, The plans are already 
drawn up for certain sections of the 
field; they will be completed during 
the summer and the inquiry launched 
towards the end of the year, so that 
the results will be available for 1918 

The organization within the’ census 
and statistics office for the collection 
of industrial statistics has recently 
beem placed’ on a new basis. In the 
past the main ‘statistics of this char- 
“acter have been collected at the gen- 
eral decenniat census of population, 
This has not been entirely satisfac: 
tory as’an inquiry into organized. in- 
dustry, if it is to yield results of val- 
ue requirés more complex forms and 
more skilled collectors to, suffice, for 
the inquiry ‘into population,‘ agricul- 
ture, etc. At the’same time; as the 
nuniber ‘of industrial undertakings is 
comparatively limited, greater organ- 
ization of the inquiry from headquar- 
ters and the employment of expert 
field investigators is feasible. It is 
proposed therefore in future to take 
the industrial census apart from the 
decennial census of population and 
agriculture and in a different year 
so as to equalize the work in the of- 
fice, 

In the years intervening between 
the industrial census a limited  in- 
quiry, covering certain basic features 
only will be made, with the purpose 
of kceping\the ecnsus figures up to 
date. : : 

Several provincial departments ex- 
rcise jurisdictidn in. the industrial 
ficld and in that corfnection the pub- 
lic obtain more or less complete sta- 
tistics. Such are the various  pro- 
vincial-mines, fisheries, etc. It is hop- 
ed ‘to work in co-operation with the 
more important of these and certain 
dominion departments Who have had 
experience in industrial _ processes 
and conditions, . The inquiry will be 
the most comprchensive of its kind 
undertaken in Canada ‘ang will at 
the samme itinc utilize existfmg mach- 
inery to the fullest extent possible, 
so as to bring the sum total of gov- 
crniment — organization and = equip- 
ment to the task. . . 

The census and statistics office 
hopes simultaneously with the above 
to reorganize, in conjunction with the 
provinces, the arrangements for esti- 
mating the acreage under crops, the 
number of farm livestock, and the 
general agriculture yields from year 
to year between censuses.

Why Milk Turns Sour 


Ways in Which to Defeat the Work 
of the Microbe

Milk turns sour because a little mi- 
crobe, known as the milk microbe, 
gets into it, and being very fond oi 
the sugar which is in the milk, turns 
this. sugar into an acid, ‘ . 

If we could kéep milk entirely 
milked, it would not. turn. sour, ‘but 
as soon as it.is exposed to the air; 
‘these microbes, which are constantly 


in the air, drop into the milky ‘They, first visited and watched. 


are alive although invisible to the 
naked eye. If when they drop into 
the milk it ‘is warm enough to cnable 
them to-do their work, they attack 
the sugar in the milk and turn it in- 
to acid. Their attempt to soir the 
milk can be overcome by. keeping it 
at a low temperature jn the refriger- 
ator, but as soon as the milk is tak- 
en out of the refrigerator and left 
out long enough to become warm, 
the microbe begins’ to work and the 
milk cannot .be mad¢ sweet again. If 
the milk is. bofled as soon or shortly 
aes the cow is milked the sugar in 
e milk.is changed in such a way 
that the microbe cannot’ feed upon 
it. This, however, does not. imply 
that milk.should always be boiled) as

Binder Twine Outlook 


Prices May Bé Expected to be Some- 
what Higher Than Last Year 


Interesting statistics in regard to 
what may ‘be expected in the binder 
twine market during the coming year 
are given in a lettér which the Sas- 
katoon Board of Trade-has received 
from L. H. Dewey, botanist in 
charge of fibre investigations for the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture at Washington. 

Mr. Dewey, who has just returned 
from adn extensive investigation trip 
fo Porto Rico writes to Commission- 
er Sclanders;: 

“So far as I have been able to 
learn, there seems likely to be a suf- 
ficient. supply of binder twine for all 
needs, but owing to the high price 
of fibre the prices of binder twine 
are likely to be much greater than 
last year, Two or three of the pris- 
on binder-twine plants have quoted 
prices for the coming year at 13 to 
14, cents per pound, with discounts 
for large quantitics and for ‘prompt 
payment. : hi 
. “The quantity of henequen- im- 

orted during the calendar year 1916 
s reported to be 221,126 tons, which 
may be compared with 183,542 tons 
during the calendar year 1915; The 
importations for 1916-were the larg- 
est on: record. It appears like a 
commercial prredox to have - binder 
twine quoted at a price 2 to 3 cents 
pér pound less than the current quo- 
tations for raw fibre. Much of. tlte 
fibfe, however, used in the twine 
for the coming season was purchas- 
ed in the previous year at lower 
prices, but, of course, it is argued 
that if farmers receive a higher price 
for wheat, amounting to $16 of. more 

er acre above what they received 
n former .years, they cah afford to 
pay the 10 to 15 cents more per 
acre for the higher cost pt binder 
twine.”

They, of course, stood_to lose mitich 
and it required. a great deal- of brav- 
ery for a-people accustomed to. many 
years of bufeaucratic oppression to 
oppose an _ all-powerful camarilla, 
but they ‘could see that things had 
got to a pitch when, however disas- 
trous, |they must make a final deci- 
sion, Now they will be rewarded 
and a new era will open for Russia. 

Potentially Russia is the richest 
empire in the world. There is not 
the slightest doubt that with a sane 
democratic government properly fi- 
nanced and ‘with a little energy Rus- 
sia will become the leading market, 
of the world and will play as great 
a part in transforming the world’s 
industries as did’ ,the invention of 
machinery after the Napoleonic wars. 

So far as thé war is concerned the 
revolution and the freeing. of the 
Jews are going to mean an accession 
to our side of millions of men and 
untold wealth. Without.the slightest 
exaggeration it is not too much to 
say that henceforth the great for- 
tunes of American Jewry will be en- 
tirely at the disposition of the allies,

cannot penetrate, Stationary, sport- 
ing supplies and similar, things. not 
provided under army regulations are 
also supplied free of cost from the 
cinema and canteen surplus. The to- 
tal turnover of this remarkably use- 
ful social service department con- 
ducted by the Canadian chaplains 
was over $100,000 in the three months 
ended December 31. The profits were 
about $10,000, and all of them go 
back to the troops-in the form of

German petty officers knocking down 
earnest Turkish soldiers. n the 
médical service German doctors re- 
ceive several times the pay of Turk- 
ish doctors, and the money comes 
out of the Turkish treasury. More- 
over, the German doctors get their 
pay in gold. 

The Turks are good soldiers, but 
they are not naturally susceptible to 
German methods of discipline and 
efficiency. Moreover, they are not 
well paid or well fed; The private 
is supposed to get 18c a month, but 
it is not often that: he gets it. He 
has two meals a day, and if Cana- 
dians had the meals they would think 
that they were starving. Some of 
them, moreover, have been at war for 
five or six years. They have not been 
home since. the first Balkan war; in 
many cases, we are told, their wives 
have starved to death, for there is no 
separation allowance for the Turkish 
soldier, When he goes to the front 
his wife is expected to support the 
family as best she can. How she is 
to do it if there are no neighboring 
Christians to murder and rob is a 
mystery; for the soldicr’s. pay 1s 
always in arrears. 

Graft, too, is rampant in Turkey. 
Exemptions from military s¢rvice are 
easily bought. The correspondent 
speaks of cases within his knowledge 
in’ which absolutely unqualificd citi; 
zens have purchased doctor's certifi- 
cates, not of exemption, but of qual- 
ification as doctors. Thus, they are 
enabled to draw doctor’s pay. Those 
who have factories which they wish 
to keep going can make a payment 
to the’ local military Chief and retain 
their workmen, While the censor- 
ship in Turkey is strict, news circu- 
lates through the country, and the 
Turks, especially fhe educated ones, 
are not in ignorance of what is hap- 
pening, The only thing lacking for 
a first class. revolution is a leader. 
The Turks realize that they cannot 
win, that they haye as much to lose 
by a German victory as by a British 
victory, They hate the Germans, 
and after peace is declared there are 
hundreds of German officers and of- 
ficials who Will never reach home 
alive. . -
